A BIG NATIONAL ASSET 
Education has b ecome a $7,000,000,000 indus­ 
try which employs 2,000,000 persons for 27,000,- 
000 pupils, Dr. William M. Dav idson, superin­ 
tendent of schools, Pittsb urgh, said at the final 
session of the National Education Association 
conv ention, held recently in Minneapolis. 
The present v alue of school property, Dr. 
Dav idson said, is more that $4,500,000,000 and 
the annual expenditures were $2,000,000,000. 
A 
million teachers and another million persons on 
the non-instructional side are required to staff 
this great organization. 
Dr. Dav idson rev ealed the figures on money 
and personnel in the adv ocacy of a secretary of 
education in the cab inet of the president of the 
United Stales.

THE COST OF PRODUCTION 


The departm ent of commerce has b een m ak­ 
ing a cost of production surv ey annually since 
^922,. jn ,an_ effort to . .^ s ^ t the,. farm s oj the 
United States to- know fifirô niuch it Is costing' 
Âfterç td ïaisk fcorii, wheat and other grains, and 
the report for the 1927 crops has just b ’èèn com­ 
piled b y tha t departm ent. 
The figures on this six year surv ey, rev eals 
tha t the cost of production on corn has increas­ 
ed year b y year. 
In 1922 it was 66 cents a b ush­ 
el, in 1923 it was 68 cents, 1924 it was 82 cents, 
1925 it dropped b ack to 69 cents and b oth 1926 
and 1927 it rem ained at 70 cents. 
The gov ernment arriv ed at these figures b y 
checking ov er the cost of production of corn on 
4,778 farms. 
Last year this cost v aried on these 
farm s from 57 cents a b ushel in the West North 
Central states to 85 cents a b ushel in the North 
Atlantic states. 
The yield per acre on these 
farm s av eraged 33 b ushels and the av erage area 
was 40 acres. 
The largest single item of cost 
was land rent, which av eraged $5.91 per acre.

REMINISCENCES 
BY JOHN F. JOYCE 


One of the m od popular pio­ 
neers of Rushv ille, who 
figured ! 
v ery prom inently in church and j 
school affairs of an early date, | 
was Rev . D. 
M. Stewart, who 
came to Rushv ille in 1836 and | 
succeeded Dr. William B. Laugh- 
l:n, who had lab ored so long and 
earnestly, in b ehalf 
of schools 
and general uplift of the town. 
Dr. Laughlin died Jan. 1, 1336, 
and-as his history and b iography 
hav e b een heretofore pub lished 
in these articles, will not b e re­ 
peated here, 
the year D. 
M. 
Stew art arriv ed, and he was pro­ 
b ab ly the b est educated man in 
the early history of Rush coun­ 
ty. Rev . Stew art was head of the 
Presb yterian church which gav e 
him an adv antage and influence 
superior to tha t of most others. 
He recognized the necessity for 
b etter educational facilities and 
earnestly b egan to meet it. He 
engaged Miss Carrie W arner, an 
Eastern woman of accomplished 
and 
winning ways, 
to take 
charge of a school for young wo­ 
men, to b e held at his house in 
1844. This school met with some 
opposition on account of its al­ 
leged aristocracy, something the 
settlers would 
not recognize. 
This led to the organization of a 
County Seminary, where, 
after 
some year and a half with Rev . 
Stew art Miss W arner took em­ 
ployment and worked for ab out 
the same period. 
In 1851, Rev . D. M. Stewart 
b egan a priv ate school for b oys, 
in his own house. Among his pu­ 
pils were found M arshall and 
Lon Sexton, Norv al W. Cox, Wil­ 
liam W. Carr, W. A. Pugh, Ab sa­ 
lom Megee, William and Hugh 
Stewart, Thomas and Henry Ru­ 
cker, Samuel W. Danner, 
and 
Samuel Culliv er, many of whom 
were related to him b y m arriage 
as Rev . Stew art had in 1840 m ar­ 
ried the widow of Rue Pugh, b ro­ 
ther of 
Job Pugh. After the 
death of Rue Pugh in 1837, his 
b rother Job was appointed to 
settle his estate.

Deferring the petition of Adol- 


phus Cameron, county surveyor, 
for the confirmation o'f tiie ap- 
pointment of A. R. Herkless, of 
this city, as county deputy sur- 
veyor, while no consideration 
whatever was given to the peti- 
tion of property holders along 
the William .Dill road, the three 
members of the county board of 
commissioners, met in a special 
session in the auditor's office 
Saturday.

The petition, was a sec- 
ond one filed by Cameron within 
a few days and asked that A. R. 
Herkless, who had been employ- 
ed by the county surveyor until 
the revocation order by the com- 
missioners, oc placed again as a 
deputy surveyor, and that a no- 
tice be served on the contractor 
to construct the road in accor- 
dance with the plans and speci- 
fications as drawn and 
ap- 


proved. 


When the Commissioners met 


hi their regular monthly meet- 
ing July 2, the general report of 
Cameron was considered. In that 
report Cameron asked that the 
following men be reinstated as 
employees of the surveyor's of- 
fice: A. R. Herkless, Loren Wink- 
ler, James Foster, Kenneth Cam- 
eron and Angus Cameron. At 
that time the Commissioners ap- 
proved the employment of all 
but Herkless, andthe second pe- 
tition had reference to the em- 
ployment of that man as assist- 
ant or deputy surveyor. 


Immediately after the city of 


Rushville had filed mandatory 
injunction proceedings against 
the surveyor in the Circuit court 
four weeks ago, the County com- 
missioners, in order to comply 
with the general statute number 
27, of the State law, revoked the 
employment of all of the depu- 
ties of the surveyor.

He is the 
only person from Rush county 
who ever served on that bench. 


Since his retirement from the 


bench, Judge Morris has prac- 
ticed law in Rushville. On Oc- 
tober 6. 1892 he married Pamela 
A. Spann, daughter of Jesse J. 
Spann. ore of the most brilliant 
lawyers and politicians who has 
:ver claimed Rush county as his 
home. 


Two children, Douglas, Jr., 


and Hannah, both of whom have 
been admitted to the bar, and 
have been practicing law in Rush 
county hi association with their 
father, survive. 


In his political 
affiliations, 


Judge Morris was an ardent sup- 
porter of Ihe principles of ^the 
Democratic' party, and was 'the 
candidate of that party for Con- 
gress hi 1888. He was a member 
of the Presbyterian church of 
this city, and socially and fra- 
ternally was a member of Delta 
Kappa Epsilan fraternity, which

THE COST OF PRODUCTION 


The department of commerce has been mak- 


ing a cost of production survey annually since

piled by that department. 


The figures on this six year survey, reveals 


that the cost of production on corn has increas- 
ed year by year. In 1922 it was 66 cents a bush- 
el, .hi 1923 it was 68 cents, 1924 it was 82 cents, 
1925 it dropped back to 69 cents and both 1926 
and 1927 it remained at 70 cents. 


The government arrived at these figures by 


checking over the cost of production of corn on 
4,778 farms. Last year this cost varied on these 
farms from 57 cents a bushel in the West North 
Central states to 85 cents a bushel in the North 
Atlantic states. 
The yield per acre on these 


farms averaged 33 bushels and the average area 
was 40 acres. 
The largest single item of cost 


was land rent, whiqh averaged $5.91 per acre. 


The report of the department also includes 


their similar survey on wheat and oats. It cost 
the farmers last year $1.18 a bushel to raise their 
wheat, figuring it on a basis of information com- 
piled from 3,119 farms, and the cost of raising 
oats was 54 cents a bushel, with 3,590 farms be- 
ing included in the survey. 


These figures are exceptionally interesting 


from the viewpoint of a profit and loss basis. 
Manufacturers figure their profits by first figur- 
ing the cost of production. The farmer is the 
only business man in the world who waits until 
the crops are harvested and sold, before he 
knows whether he has made a profit. 


One of the most worthwhile platforms for 


farm relief, would be the 
stabilizing of farm 


prices so that the farmer would know, the same 
as a business man, whether his harvest would 
pay him, or cause him to be the loser. 


A BIG NATIONAL ASSET 


Education has become a $7,000,000,000 indus- 


try which employs 2,000,000 persons for 27,000,- 
000 pupils, Dr. William M. Davidson, superin- 
tendent of schools, Pittsburgh, said at the final 
session of the National Education Association 
convention, held recently in Minneapolis. 


The present value of school property, Dr. 


Davidson said, is more that .$4,500,000,000 and 
the annual expenditures were $2,000,000,000. A 
million teachers and another million persons on 
the non-instructional side are required to staff 
this great organization.

Dr. Davidson revealed the figures on money 


and personnel in the advocacy of a secretary of 
education in the cabinet of the president of the 
United States. Education ranks foremost as one 
of the biggest enterprises in this country.

Henry Jr., has a son 
Pinley B., who was named after 
his cousin Finley B. Pugh, who 
died Oct. 22,1922 at Los Angeles, 
Calif.

Dr. Laughlin died Jan. 1, 1836, 
and-as his history and biography 
have been heretofore published 
in .these articles, will not be re^ 
peated here, the year D. M. 
SfeVart arrived, and he was pro- 
toably the best educated man in 
the early history of Rush coun- 
ty. Rev. Stewart was head of the 
Presbyterian church which gave 
him an advantage and influence 
superior to that of most others.

LETTUCE FOR SALADS MAY BE 


PREPARED IN DIFFERENT 


There are a number of ways of 


preparing, lettuce for salads and 
there is no season 
why you 


should adopt any one of these 
methods' permanently. For . in- 
stance, you may separate 
the 


leaves of the head of lettuce and 
serve them arranged in a bed,or 
nest for each portion, or you 
may 'cut a lettuce heart into 
quarters and .serve one section 
to each person: If you like you 
may pull the leaves apart and 
then tear 
them apart 
into 


shreds. Or'you may 
cut 
the 


leaves in long even shreds with a 
knife. 
If you are serving lettuce with 


Roquefort cheese dressing 
or 


Thousand Island dressing, let 
us say, and have -nothing to go 
with it, then the quartered heart 
is perhaps the most desirable. If 
you are using the lettuce as 'a 
bed or nest on which to serve 
some mixture like chicken salad, 
then the crisp separate leaves 
are best. If you are using lettuce 
as an addition to "a course 
of 


cold meat, or with deviled eggs 
or sliced tomatoes 
then 
the 


leaves torn apart are 'approp- 
riate. 


If you have left-over cold fish 


on hand try using it for a salad 
with cucumbers. A good way to 
proceed is to peel the cucumbers 
and cut into four nieces. SCOOD 
out the center of the cucumber 
and make the outer pieces into 
cases. Chop the center part and 
add to flaked left-over 
fish. 


Moisten with mayonaise. Stand 
the cucumber cases on lettuce 
leaves, fill with the fish mixture 
and sprinkle with a little finely 
chopped parsley.

OUR EYES 


Suggestions for the care of the 


eyes prepared under the direc- 
tion of the Surgeon General of 
the United States Public Health 
Service, furnish 
many useful 


hirits: 


To" remove ^''something" from 


the eye, dip little pieces of flan- 
nel in hot water and apply con- 
stantly below the lower lid. If the 
substance is a difficult one like a 
bit of steel, go to an oculist. 
For a "black eye" the swelling 


may be reduced by applying to 
the closed lids every three or 
four minutes, little squares or 
circles of clean, white, absorbent 
cotton or linen, fourfold, which 
have laid on a piece of ice until 
thoroughly cold. The freatment 
should be kept up continuously 
for from 12 to 24 hours, until the 
swelling has subsided. The re- 
moval of discoloration may be 
hastened by applying more or 
less constantly below the lower 
lid, little pieces of flannel dipped 
in water as hot as can be borne; 
Treatment for congested lids 


is better light, rest, attention to 
personal hygiene such as a bal- 
anced diet, daily baths, and 
plenty of sleep. A few drops of 
a solution of zinc sulphate made 
by dissolving one grain of zinc 
sulphate to an ounce of water 
may be dropped into the eyes as 
an astringent. 
"Blood shot" eyes are regarded 


as serious,'and if there is a dis- 
charge from the eye which dries 
on the lashes and causes the lids 
to stick together, a competent 
physician or specialist should be 
consulted. 
Statements by eye expertsrgive 


attention to the necessity for 
proper lenses, which can only be 
secured 
from 
first-class 
eye 


specialists. 
They recommend 


rigid frames such as shell rims, 
that do not fly out of shape upon 
the slightest 
excuse, because 


oqce fitted on the patient their 
form is permanent and satisfy- 
ing. The old style metal frames 
have been discarded to a large 
extent because they are always 
breaking.- 
' 
For slight wounds and burns 


about the eyes the Public Health 
Service recommends a tepid so- 
lution of boric acid as helpful. 
Pains produced by lime should 
be immediately treated by a solu- 
tion of one part of vinegar and 
two parts of water. fSlight burns 
by acids may be washed with 
lime water or water to which a 
little baking soda has been add- 
ed—one-half teaspoonful to a 
glass of water. 
Congestion ot the eye lids 


caused by smoke or dust, or by 
excessive glare, or by constant 
reading, may be frequently re- 
lieved by resting them and by a 
mild instringent or an antiseptic 
lotion. A solution of ten grains 
of boric acid to the ounce or a 
slight solution of sulphate of 
zinc, one grain of^the ounce • of 
water, or aggyrol in a five to ten 
per cent solution^ is recom- 
mended for "ink eye" and simi- 
lar troubles.
